Prof. L. E. Alysworth of the Uni-

The gov- 
ernor will have nothing to do except 
issue certificates of election to the 
electors. 


County School Exhibits.' 
H. R. 385, changing the law so 
that county school exhibits shall 
be displayed at county fairs during 
the fall season^ instead o.f at county 
seats in the spring, was amended 
in several particulars before the 
house advanced it. 
The bill also 
raises the maximum amount to be 
set aside from the county general 
fund to pay the cost of such ex- 
hibits, from 5 cents per pupil to S 
cents.

It left no lasting mark on 
tortured children Ambition gripped 
them, and won. Only the fortunate 
few escape its lure. 


By different 
routes they have 


come to Lincoln, and have become

IS NECESSARY 


Mrs. 
Paine Speaks for 


Compulsory Military 


Training-. 


Says Nation Should Be 


Ready to Meet Any 


Emergency. 


(Special to The Star.) 


KEARNEY, Neb, March 19. — 


Mrs Clarence S. Paine, of Lincoln, 
former state regent of the D. A. 
R, and recommended, for the office 
of vice president general of the 
national D A. R, is for prepared- 
ness, as pertains to military train- 
ing in schools and colleges. 


"I am the most peaceful person 
on earth," said Mrs. Paine, while 
attending the state D. A. R. con- 
tention here," But I do believe 
in being ready for war if such an 
occasion should arise. By this I 
mean that I believe in compulsory 
military training in every school in 
the United States, not only for men 
but for girls also. Not that I hope 
or even expect they will ha\e use 
for the actual training- in military 
tactics, but the course in itself is a 
wonderful training in mental and 
physical discipline which will be 
of benefit to every young person. 
I believe in preparedness, but I do 
not believe in war." 


Mra Paine said she is confident 
that the attitude every true D. A. 
R. is embodied in those words Hav- 
ing had an ancestor in every War 
since 1620, and she satd that most 
members of the D. A. R could pro- 
bably say the same, she could not 
say that she does not believe in be- 
ing ready for any warlike emer- 
gency which might arise In answer 
to the argument frequently made 
that the fellow who packs a gun is 
the one who gets into trouble, Mrs 
Paine said. "Not if he uses dis- 
cretion. The only man with a gun 
•viho g-ets into trouble is he who 
does not know its use and value. 
A nation such as ours should be 
prepared to meet an emergency, 
not hunt one " 


Mrs Paine believes that no wo- 
man favors war, but she also be- 
lieves that every American woman 
is, in her heart, ready to fight if it 
should become necessary. She bit- 
terly scored "The "Women's Inter- 
national League for Peace and 
Freedom," doubting if any woman 
actually signs its pledge, once she 
has taken sufficient time and trou- 
ble to read it and give it serious 
thought. 


Mrs Paine Is a believer in peace, 
but not m peace at any price, and 
she has faith in such groups as the 
league of nations and world court 
and their possibilities in avoiding 
Urifo by the arbitration method 
They would perl/aps make the 
?eed for preparedness 
somewhat 


tess urgent, but e-\en a successful 
Jeague of nations would not remove 
the necessity and wisdom of mili- 
tary training in our schools," she 
concluded.

has been experimenting with fruit 
culture in the sandhills 
He ob- 
tained his early training- along this 
line in Switzerland where land Is 
scarce and they have to make every 
foot of ground count and where the 
seasons are short and the labor 
long- and tedious. The old horticul- 
turist can close his eyes and see 
visions of canning factories dotting 
the sandhills region, 
which em- 
braces Sheridan, Garden, Grant 
Arthur, Hooker, McPherson, Thom- 
as, Logan and Elaine counties He 
can also see in the future nour- 
ishing fruit orchards on every hill 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the large area.

"The Mclntosh Red, the 
finest; 
apple that grows in America, is 
particularly well adapted to the ' 
sandhills," sajs Sandoz. "In one or 
two places In Canada and in the 
Bitter Root valley in Montana are 
the only places where these apples 
thrive. 
They are far superior in 
quality and flavor to the Delicious, 
Winesap, Jonathan or any other 
apple now familiar to this locality." 
Right on top of the sandhills is 
the place, says Mr 
Sandoz 
and 
there are enough of them to grow 
all the fruit that can .be used in

"In forecasting- a continuance of 


good 
business prospects 
for the 


spring months, I am perhaps influ- 
enced by the aspect of our

sales which have never been better 
in the history of the company," said 
31 r.

"As evidencing steady growth in 


automobile production during this 
period, statistics issued by the Unit- 
ed States department of Commerce 
for the last three years covering the 
six months from January 1 to June

"With these figures showing 


business on the upgrade generally, 
there are only two reasons which 
could be advanced for a possible de- 
crease in sales—first, reaching the 
so-called 'saturation point' — and 
second, a general decline in busi- 
ness producing a reactive tendency 
in buying. 


"No one has ever been able to 


advance any reasonable formula for 
figuring the 'saturation point.' The 
'two or more' car trend is so pro- 
nounced that former 
theories are 


being constantly upset. If we knew 
the total area which would be oc- 
cupied if all cars produced were 
running within that area, making it 
impossible for this space to accom- 
modate any more cars, some basis 
would be available for figuring 'sat- 
uration.' But such a situation is 
impossible—and we may leave the 
"saturation point' for the'future to 
determine, inasmuch as the human 
mind will find it possible to open 
up any .bottle-neck of traffic con- 
gestion which might develop. 


"As for the general trend in busi- 


ness, country-wide reports show the 
usual spring activity is opening-up 
twenty days 
ahead of 
schedule. 


With the winter fairly mild, marked 
only by severity in spots, rapid ac- 
celeration of municipal and private 
construction operations is indicated.

AUTO NOTES 


Correct Air Pressure Is Necessary 


for Tires. 


Learn the correct air pressure for 


tires and che<jk it—with a gauge—- 
every ,few days. . Remember that 
four pounds less of pressure in a 
balloon tire of a certain size, for 
which the correct pressure may be 
thirty pounds, is jvret as serious as 
the loss of two or three times that 
much in a high-pressure tire of 
corresponding size. 
\ 


Noises from Dirty or Worn Brakes. 


Screeching brakes are evidence 


of dirty brakes, provided the brake 
lining still is in good condition. If 
the brake lining is worn it often 
happens that an exposed rivet will 
scrape against the brake drum. It 
is well to remember that it is not 
always possible to determine the 
condition of brake linings by look--1 
ing at their edges. 
Wear takes 


place more to'the center, and if the 


bands are not concentric with the 
drums wear may be very irregular. 


When adjusting front wheel taper 


bearings on a car It is a good prac- 
tice to bring them up tight and then 
back the adjusting nut off a half 
turn. This will give necessary play. 


"When inspecting the car give 


some attention to all lamps and 
their connections. 


A squeak in the car is warning 


that something is • either loose or 
dry and needs attention. 


Spring U-bolts should always be 


kept tight to keep the spring leaves 
from breaking in the center. 


When one side of a tire shows 


more wear than the other side, take 
the casing off and turn it around. 


Better tire mileage may be had 


by arranging a trip once a week to 
the service station to test and to 
pump up the tires. 


It is better to have the valves 


noisy and know that they are seat- 
ing than to have them quiet and 
not seat when they are hot. 


Not less than one inch nor more 


than two inches play measured on 
the rim of the steering wheel should 
be allowed for easy steering.

Muddy Roads. 


When attempting to pass through 


a bad spot in the road which has 
become flooded, it is best to load up 
the back of the car to get the proper 
traction, otherwise there is danger

Riding Car. - 


The life, and easy riding qualities 


of an automobile are largely de- 
pendent on the care given the chas- 
sis and can be made possible by the 
proper attention given to the parts 
to be greased. 
Every car has one 


of four ways of 'chassis lubrication, 
as follows: All bearings lubricated 
with oil conveyed from one reser- 
voir through pipes; oil cups on all 
bearings; the old-fashioned grease 
cup on all bearings, and the high 
pressure system Scnown as alemite, 
zerk, dot, etc., which requires a 
special grease which must be put 
in with a gun under pressure. 
Of 


the oil system, pipes should be 
kept open and the..reservoir filled 
with oil; in the oid cup system, 
care should be taken to keep the 
cups filled with grea.se- that will 
not dry out and one that is a pure 
lubricant. 
The light pressure sys- 


tems now in use pn many cars, 
require a specially prepared grease, 
known, as high 
pressure grease 


High pressure is a pure oil with a 
small percentage of lime, cooked in 


such a way as to make It a jell 
Some of the lubricants originally 
made for the gears may be used 
successfully if they are made with 
a lime base. 
Inasmuch as. the 


chassis comes in contact with more 
water than any other part of the 
car, selection of a proper grease is 
of prime importance. There are two 
kinds of grease—those made with 
lime and those that contain soda. 
The former will adhere to the cups 
and 
bearings, 
while 
soda - base 


greases in contact with water will 
saponify and wash off. 


Proper Way to Mount a Tire. 
When 
mounting a tire, never 


tighten one nut "a? far as it will go 
before taking ur 
on the others. 


Screw the nuts on with the fingers 
and then give each one a half turn 
with the wrench, working round the 
wheel until every nut is as tight as 
it, can be pulled without exerting 
undue effort. 
If one wedge is 


forced in as tight as it will go, the 
rim is bound to be closer to the 
wheel on the opposite side than it 
shoula be. Unless the wedges are 
forced in equally on all sides, the 
trueness of the wheels will be lost 
and often the tire wobbles from side 
to side as it rolls, cutting away 
the tread in a short time. 


Add Water When Battery Is Active. 


Never put water in a battery If 


the car is to stand in a cold ga- 
rage or outdoors in low tempera- 
tures. The water is liable to freeze 
and damage the battery. 
Always 


put the water in just before pre- 
paring-to use the car, so that it may 
become well mixed with the elec- 
trolyte. 


Keep Car in Low Gear. 


If traffic is so erratic that you 


must accelerate for the quickest 
possible 
get-away, 
yet 
may be 


obliged to stop .as suddenly, keep 
in low gear. This will give surest 
and quickest slowing down when 
into the way a moment or two aft- 
er being told to go.

' Governor McMullen told a delegation of Lancaster 
county farmers he favo.red an additional 1-cent gaso- 
line tax for the building of county highways but he 
said he would not take the lead in making a fight 


. lor it 


That has been the'great difficulty so far, and one 


reason why the Mitchell bill, providing for a 1-cent 
gasoline tax for county roads, went down to defeat. 
The leadership so vital to a f rght of this sort has been 


• lacking. Firm friends of the highway program out- 


Bide the statehouse and the legislature have fought 
to the best of their ability. The failure, if such it is 
to be, may be charged to the perfunctory attitude of 
those whose word should carry great weight in the 
final decision with respect to Nebraska's highway 
program in the next two years. 


Leadership is necessary unless Nebraska is to be 


condemned to two costly years of delay and inaction 
In the highway program. 


Without the additional 1-cent gasoline tax, the 


amount of funds available for 
building these very 


necessary connecting roads, which will bring the 
gravelled highways to the doorway of the farmer, is 
practically ilegligible. At this time 70 per cent of the 
aggregate taken in from motor vehicle licenses is dis- 
tributed among the counties. The rest goes to the 
state. All of the proceeds of the 2-cent gasoline tax 
fund goes to the state, to be used in developing the 
state and federal system. But because the counties 
now receive a portion of the money raised through li- 
censes does not signify there are funds for the build- 
ing of good roads. This money must be used for 
maintenance of the roads already built. 


With additional mileage in gravelled highways and 


permanently graded dirt roads, this expense of main- 
tenance Is constantly increasing. In Lancaster coun- 
ty it takes all of the $180,000 which comes from the 
registration fees to maintain the roads already built. 
Gage and Saunders, each receiving approximately 
550,000 as" their 70 per cent of the registration fees, 
have little left for new roads after the expenses of 
maintenance for the state and federal system are paid. 
The same situation exists in "most Nebraska coun- 
ties. 


* * * 


The fact is there will be little or no county high- 


way development in the next two years unless this 
legislature makes provision for it. 


That will mean small towns, now, now some miles 


off of the main gravelled highways, will be denied 
the benefits of "all-weather" roads for certain por- 
tions of the year. It will mean that thousands of the 
farm homes, off of the principal arteries which have 
been made fit for travel even after the heaviest rain 
and the most severe snowfall, when mud roads are 
made Impassable by constant thaws and freezes, will 
be cut off from their markets. These farmers, who, 
first through a direct property levy, and later through 
the gasoline tax, contributed millions of dollars to 
help pull Nebraska out of the mud, -will be barred 
from participating in the benefits which jgood roads 
confer upon any community. 


There is nothing fair or just about this.

Practically every act of every human being has for 


its purpose the promotion of the happiness of the 
person engaged in such act. Unfortunately, however, 
too many mistake mere pleasure, the enjoyment of 
the moment, for happiness and the ultimate result is 
directly thu opposite of that intended. "Unhappiness 
in the normal pe'rsons is certain to follow pleasure if 
the attainment of the latter is at the expense of an- 
other or is not the result of wholesome, inoffensive 
activity. 


The terms "happiness" and "pleasure" are t»o fre- 


quently confounded that they may be regarded by 
many as syuonymous. As a matter of fact they are 
little related and the unhappy person may seek pleas- 
ure, which is a. mere transitory thing, as a means ot 
temporarily banishing- the 
unhappiness. At best, 


however, the absence of the unhappiness is but for 
the time being, unless its cause be removed. 


Happiness is a state of mind and the very best 


means of bringing about such condition is by putting 
some other or others in such state—by making others 
happy. All too frequently the acquisition of pleasure 
has just the opposite effect. One may absent oneself 
from a place where his or her presence would result 
in the happiness of others, and pleasure may for the 
time being be felt by the absent one. But thought 
thereafter of the unhappiness occasioned the others 
is certain to far outbalance the* temporary thrill oc- 
casioned by the dereliction. 


Some have gained pleasure by witnessing the dis- 


comfiture or the suffering of those whom they ac- 
counted enemies, but no one has ever gained happi- 
ness by anything of this kind. The attainment of 
power, prompted by personal ambition, has brought 
pleasure 'to the successful ones, but never happiness 
and practically every man who lived by the sword, 
every soldier of fortune,'has died miserably unhap- 
py, some wretched and despised. 


Pleasure Is more often than otherwise the result of 


selfishness, while happiness is almost invariably the 
result of unselfishness. The one is the shadow, the 
other the real substance; the one is lasting and can- 
not exist in one who has not his or her own self ap- 
proval. The other is on many, occasions a screen be- 
hind which one seeks to hide from one's own con- 
science.

If this legislature adjourns without providing a 


fund to make a start towards the development of 
county highways, it will have failed to perform its 
most Important duty. * 


Nebraska has already spent $27,000,000 for perma- 


nent roads—the greatest investment in any one single 
enterprise. 


It surely will not restrict the benefits arising out 


of this huge expenditure very largely to those who 
are fortunate enough to live on thos'e roads in the 
s state and federal system which have been developed. 
The failure to provide for a county highway system 
means precisely this, it cuts off more than half the 
towns in Nebraska. It eliminates more than a third 
of the population. 


Those who have been making a lot of noise about 


helping the farmer do not have to look to Washing- 
ton for the''dangerous and menacing expediency of 
putting him on stilts. Give him gravelled highways 
for his trucks and his wagons so 'be may reach his 
markets without loss of time and heavy expense. Give 
him a chance to bring his grain, and his livestock, his 
butter, and eggs and cream to market whenever he 
wants to, regardless of -weather conditions, in order 
that he may sell when he can get the highest prices. 
Give him a chance to get to market, without the loss 
of a full day's time. The farmer's time is just as 
valuable as that of those who live in the city. 


A legislature which refuses to lift the farmer out of 


the mud closes its eyes to the economic interests of 
this state. It can only pull him out by providing 
funds for this county highway system. That is what 
the l-c*nt gasoline tax will accomplish.

INDUSTRIAL GAS FOR NEBRASKA. 


Four great companies have 
actively 
projected 


themselves into the fight to supply Kansas City with 
industrial gas. With it.comcs the proposal to build 
a pipe line from the Panhandle fields in Texas to 
Kansas City, a distance of, 410 miles, in order to de- 
liver natural gas for domestic and industrial purposes 
at from 17 to 30 cents per thousand cubic feet. 


Back of it is'a law recently passed by the Texas 


legislature which compells oil companies, prospecting 
for oil, to take care of the gas flow instead of turn- 
ing it free into the air as has been done with millions 
of cubic feet. Vegetation was being seriously affect- 
ed by the gas as a result of wholesale development 
of the oil fields. 


A much more promising field for a market for the 


natural gas looms in Nebraska. By extending the 
proposed pipe line 200 miles, the promoters could sup- 
ply St. Joseph, Omaha and Lincoln with gas for do- 
mestic and .industrial purposes. This entire territory 
offers a potential market for a product which has 
been neglected in the much greater riches to be had 
from oil development

Comets and Automobiles

All this argueing between the two mysterious, or at least unexplained, 
governments 
meant nothing 
to j about comets. The most powerful 
instrument of modern astronomical 
research—;the spectroscope—has not 
yet been applied to their study with 
all-the efficiency 
of which It is 


capable: but a step which may 
prove to be the beginning of new 
knowledge on this subject is to be 
taken at the Yerkes Obscrvatory 
of the University of Chicago next 
June, 
when the Pons-"\Vinnecke 
comet will, it is calculated, approach 
within four and a half million miles 
of the earth—one of the closest 
cometary approaches on record. 


Professor Edwin B. Frost, the 
director of the observatory, and 
Professor Harvey B. Lemon, of the 
physics department of the univers- 
ity, have prepared the strategy by 
which it is hoped this comet may 
be compelled to reveal the secret 
of the constitution of its tail. Pro- 
fessor Lemon has heretofore shown 
that some cometary spect-_ appear 
to come from ionized carbon mon- 
oxide. This resembles the ill-smell- 
ing gas with which over-driven au- 
tomobiles impress their 
dissatis- 


faction upon 
tho public nostrils. 
Considering the wild speed and 
often eccentric conduct of comets, 
It may not 
seem very surprising 
that they, too, should leave a trail 
of carbon monoxide, even though 
they travel on celestial highways,

This lube will con-, 
tain carbon monoxide gas under the 
extremely low pressure of one ten-

of 
an 
atmosphere, 
at 


which these spectra first begin to 
appear. Pressures in comets, how- 
ever, are much lower than this. 
The gas spectrum will be photo- 
graphed on the plate both above 
and below the space left for the 
photograph of the comet's tail spec- 
trum. Thus the latter will lie ad- 
jacent on two sides to the spec- 
trum with which it Is to be com- 
pared. Identity of spectrum means 
identity of substance. 


Thus, If It answers at air, the 


comet will tell Its own secieL But 
Professor Lemon Is not perfectly 
sure that any answer will come. He 
Is oniy sure that the experiment is 
well worth trying, especially with a 
comet venturing so near. 
So far 


only two bright comets have shown 
the spectrum of carbon 
in their tails. 
These 
monoxide 
wero the 
Daniels comet in 1907 and the More- 
house comet in 1908.

"Wmnecke comet may either

contain this gas or the substance of 
its tail may be too diffused to show 
it. 


In 1910, when an entirely unknown 
comet suddenly flamed out In the 
sunset sky, it was reported that the 
poisonous gas, cyanogen, was one 
of its most conspicuous chemical 
constituents, and unfounded alarm 
ivas caused by a story that the com- 
et might come so near the earth na 
lo fprinklo poisonous gas over it. 
Traces of cyanogen aro found in 
-nany comets, while all cometa show 
the presence of hydro-carbons, but. 
oven if one struck the earth It could 
scatter no plague, for, &« Professor 
Lemon .says, the pressure undoi- 
which such gases exist in a comet is 
a thousand million times Jess than 
tne pressure In the highest vacu- 
um that the most modern methods 
have been able to produce.

Colonel Philpott is now liv- 
ing in St. Cloud, Fla., and in an- 
swer to a letter from J. C. Pentzer 
of Lincoln, has written some of his 
memories of that day. 
- On an enlarged copy of a Lincoln 
map superimposed on a Lancaster 
map. Colonel Philpott has drawn on 
Lot 2 of Block 23 of Lancaster, a 
i-epresentation 
of 
the 
Donovan 


house, a story and a half stone af- 
fair, 25 by 38 feet in size. 
In the 


drawing, he has put the house, on 
the south end of the lot to show the 
site of the house on the original lot. 


Colonel Philpott writes 
to • Mr. 


Pentzer that the Donovan house 
was quite a house in Its day. 


"For that day—in the state of 


Nebraska—it might well be consid- 
ered as a rather imposing edifice. A 
real "brown stone front,'" he ex- 
plains. And he writes further: 


"I much admire Nebraska's great- 


ness. The doing of the Sons of the 
American 
Revolution ar e parts 


thereof. 


"The markers of Its greatness are 


the praiseworthy doings of those of 
its descendants who occupied its 
many thousands of sod houses and 
dugouts, 
that 
as 
the y e a r s

Missouri river to the glories of the 
setting sun on the western boun- 
dary." 


The meeting at which Lincoln was 


chose'n as the capitol site was held 
in the attic of the Donovan home.

Mr. Gil- 
lespie cast the dissenting vote, fear- 
ing that Lancaster was short on 
water supply for a city of large pop- 
ulation.

colony to Lincoln, or Lancaster, 
rather, and who urged its selection 
later as the site of the capitol, had 
his seminary in operation In 1866.

over southern Kansas and north- 
ern Oklahoma, but the vnrath of 
thousands -who formed mobs and 
swept down upon the negro section 
of the city with firearms and light- 
ed torches last night has given way 
to a quiet but strained peace. 


National guardsmen walked the 


streets tonight in a .dripping rain 
as authorities began an investiga- 


tion to fix responsibility for the 
mob uprising. 
The city hall and 


jail, which held three negroes lit 
first believed guilty of the attack 
on the girls, presented the appear- 
ance of a shell-riddled French cha- 
teau. A house in the negro section 
lay in ashes and two persons nursed 
injuries 
received while 
violence, 


reigned. 


Leaders Sought. 


Officials t o n i g h t concentrated 


their 
efforts 
on identifying the 


leaders *>f the mob which stormed 
the jail after breaking Into hard- 
ware stores for guns and ammuni- 
tion. 


Only the courageous conduct of 


Sheriff McCrabb, who stood firm 
before a thousand angered white 
men at the jail entrance and threat- 
ening to "shoot it out with the 
whole crowd," saved the lives of his 
three 
prisoners, who later were 


found innocent and released. 


Townspeople and ruralists stood 


in the shelter of soggy awnings to- 
night and talked in undertones as 
the guards walked their posts. They 
gathered only in groups of twos or 
threes, however, for the militiamen 
•'are under strict orders to disperse 
collecting crowds.

judgment, a. referendum is likely 
to be demanded by the people." 


Intended for Boards. • 
Senator Jeary points out that the 
gas tai law was urged and finally 
enacted for the purpose of grading 
and graveling the country roads to 
enable the farmer to get his pro- 
ducts into market more easily, and 
because it was realized that the 
prosperity of the farmer goes hand 
in hand with the prosperity of 
the cities, the representatives 
of 


the people in the 
larger 
cities 


voted for-it. 
"The operation of the law, has 


been a success," Jeary said, "but 
the program originally outlined has 
not yet been completed, and there 
still remain in every county, roads 
that have been outlined as a part 
of the highway system that have 
not been graded or graveled.

Osterman Differs. 


Senator Theo. Osterman is of Ihe 


opinion that the real issue involved 
is whether Interstate bridges shall 
be paid for out of state funds or 
out of tolls collected from those 
using the bridge. The bill provides 
that money spent on Nebraska's 
shae of the bridge or bridges shall 
be repaid out of tolls collected. 
When the two states joining in the 
construction of the bridge have 
been repaid, then the bridge is to 
be thrown open to the free use of 
the public. 
The federal govern- 
ment would furnish money to pay 
half the cost of the bridge.

cows were sold to the stockyards as 
unprofitable' by members who are 
paying attention to the production 
figures. Four more men bought 
purebred sires to replace the scrubs 
in their herds. This improvement 
thrbugn culling- and breeding- Is go- 
ing on constantly. 


The Douglas County association, 
the oldest in the state, has now 
completed three full years of testing. 
During that time the average pro- 
duction per cow In the association 
has 
increased from 
260 to 2SS 


pounds 
of butterfat.

County association 
has increased 
the average per cow 1314 pounds 
in two years, and the Lancaster- 
Seward association

its average per cow 10 pounds of 
butterfat In one year. These in- 
creases have been brought about 
largely by cullins1 out the poorer 
cows and by better feeding meth- 
ods. The additional butterfat per 
cow is largely clear profit to the 
dairymen because they have elimi- 
nated their losses and concentrated 
their feed and work on the higher 
producing CQWS. 


Nebraska now has 
thirty-seven 


herds on its honor roll, having pro- 
duced an average of 300 pounds or 
more of butterfat per cow in a year.

leads the list as an association with 
a herd average of 310 pounds per 
cow.

The amend 
ment is not m line with the teach 
ings of experience in city govern 
ment for the last .twenty-five years 
It proposes to turn backward rathe 
than forward.

What the city of Lincojn needs 


n the way of a council is a real 
deliberative body of not to exceed 
nine, large enough to guard against 
too much secrecy, but not so large 
as to invite endless wind jamming 
over relatively unimportant mat- 
ters. Speech making is too fre- 
quently not deliberation. 
Re-establishes Ward System. 


"Third, the amendment re-estab- 
lishes the old utterly discredited 
ward-system of election, for twelve 
councilman are to be elected by the 
twelve wards and six are to be 
elected by the whole city. This is 
worse than what we voted out in 
1913, for then the council was 
equally divided, 7 to 7, between 
ward council men and those at 
large. Now, we are asked to set 
up a council of 12 from wards, 2 
more than enough to dominate the 
council and the mayor, and only 6 
at large.

It inevit- 
ably results in logrolling and votc- 
trad"ing to promote petty local in- 
terests contrary to the interest and 
welfare of the city as a whole. Any 
present logrolling between depart- 
ments is for that branch of work 
over the whole city, and, however 
objectlopable, is much to be pre- 
ferred to logrolling by ward coun- 
cilmen for special favors and con- 
cessions for wards at the expense 
of the general good. 


Mayor 
Handcuffed. 
"Fourth, the mayor under tho 


amendment is hobbled and hand- 
cuffed. He has no veto power with 
which to guard the general welfare 
against a combination of ten ward 
councilmen. 
On the other hand.' 


everyone of his appointment must 
receive the approval of a majority 
of the council. This gives nine 
ward councilmen the power to re- 
lect any of his appointments unless 
he conforms to their suggestions 
and preferences as to who should 
be given the places. The mayor is 
not made the sole responsible head

land to make appointments regard- 
'ess of political considerations. 


"The salary of $3,600 practically 
precludes the securing of a copablo 
executive such as the city should 
lave.

Impersonate Beatrice and Dante in Program l>y 


University Chorus at Memorial Hall. 


The Matinee Musieale will have something different in 


the way of a program at its meeting Monday afternoon. In- 
stead of the Temple theater where the programs are usually 
presented, the Monday afternoon meeting will be held in 
Memorial hall, University of Nebraska. 


The University of Nebraska chorus is to give Wolf-Fer- 


rari's setting of Dante's "La "Vila Nuova," and will be 
assisted by two soloists and an orchestra. 


Nothing' m musical literature 
quite like Wolf-Feirarl's setting of 
portions o£ Dante's La Vita Nuova. 
It is so original and extraordinary 
that a word of elucidation seems 
necessary. 


Two 'Solo Voices Used. 


Two solo voices arc used. The 
soprano impersonating Dante's Be- 
atrice, who was the inspiration not 
only of La Vita Nuova, but also 
of his 
masterpiece La 
DivUiia 
Comedia. She is heard only in the 
prologue and in a single phrase at 
the end of the work. The baritone 
is frankly individualized as Dante 
himself. 
A novelty is introduced—the pi- 
ano being used as a solo instru- 
ment. 
Tho subject of the cantata is the 
remarkable record which Dante set 
down of his love—passion, experi- 
enced at the ago of nine years for 
her who became the blessed B,e- 
atrlce of his greater work, T h e 


Divine Comedy. The story of this 
extraordmai y passion, its influence 
and its fruit belongs to literary 
history and psychology. For years 
Dante sang the praises of this rare 
maiden, always speaking of her in 
the third person, seeking nothing 
but her smile, and plunging into 
the deepest anguish when t h e 
greeting was withheld. 
At the 


death of her father, his grief was 
no less than her own. He dreamed 
that Beatrice herself was dead, and 
beheld angels carrying her soul to 
heaven like a little cloud of per- 
fect whiteness. 
Dante Inconsolable. 


In "the year 1290 Beatrice died 
at the age of twenty-four the bride 
of a Florentine nobleman. 
For 
two and a half years Dante lived 
a life of sadness inconsolable: then | 
he sav another vision which de- 
termined him to labor on. that he 
might "yet write concerning her

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Nebraska Delegate to Colonists 


Session Traces Ancient Lineage 


Mrs. Albert Thierolf of Utica, 


who will be one of two delegates 
from Nebraska to the national con- 
vention of The Old /Colonists so- 
ciety in "Washington, D. C-, April 
18, and for ten days following, is of 
a most unusual and outstanding 
lineal descent. 
During the past 


week, Mrs. Thierolf was a delegate 
to the state convention of the 
D. A. R., in Kearney. 


Edith 
Erdine Atwood Thierolf 
was born at \Vareham, Mass., a 
small but wealthy suburb of Bos- 
ton, the elder of two daughters of 
Thornton and Lois Sherir-n West- 
gate 
Atwood. 
Mrs. 
Thierolfs 


mother was a daughter of PrlsciUa 
Sherman, a niece of William Te- 
cumseh Sherman, prominent in the 
war annals of the United States, 
and especially distinguished in the 
Civil war. 


The family traces its genealogical 


record back to Sir John Shurtleff, 
born in 16S4 in Ecclesfield, Eng- 
land, near .the famous town of 
Scrooby. 
Scrooby was the early 


gathering place of the Puritans be- 
fore they left England for Holla%l, 
where the family of the-late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt became a branch of 
the .geneological tree of the Shurt- 
leffs, the Atwoods, and the Roose- 
velts. 


On the same family tree appear 


the names of Mr. and Mrs. Archi- 
bald Bullock Roosevelt, their son, 
Theodore Roosevelt, and the latter's 
sons, Kermit and Quentin. Among 
the records are the names of Miles 
Standish, 
Priscilla 
Mullins, who 


became John Alden's wife because 
Miles Standish did not have the 
courage 
to 
speak 
for -himself, 


Edith Kermit Carow, the second 
wife of the late President Roosevelt 
and Alice Hathaway Lee, who was 
a daughter of Sir Cabot Lee. 


Eiguring in the same family rec- 


ords are the names of General 
Warren, distinguished as an Amer- 
ican Indian 
fighter 
during 
the 


Revolution and Nathaniel 
Brad- 


street Shurtleff; at one time presi- 
dent of Harvard, and three terms 
mayor of Boston, from 1868 to 1870. 
Francis Shurtleff was a graduate 


of Tale, served in the war of 1812, 
and for several years was judge 
of the Supreme court of Vermont. 
William Steele Shurtleff, who lived 
at Springfield, Mass., from 1830 to 
3S!)6, was noted as a poet, having 
written - "Minnetonka," an ode to 
Springfield at the time of its 250th 
anniversary. He also wrote "The 
Way," from which theso lines are 
taken:

Mrs. Edith Atwood Thierolf of 


Utica, who has a long and distin- 
guished ancestry, is prominent in 
Nebraska 
genealogical. 
societies. 
More than one hundred persons 
who have become 'Prominent in the 
literary, artistic, and professional 
world appear in Mrs. Thierolf's an- 
cestral record. 


"First find thou Truth, and then, 
Although she strays 
From beaten paths of men 
To untrod ways— 
Her leading follow straight. 
And bide thy fate. 


And whether smiles or scorn 
Thy passing greet, 
Or findst thou flower or thorn 
Beneath thy feet—

Rev. William Shurtleff III was a 


graduate of Harvard. After his 
death his remains were deposited 
in the church of which he was 
pastor directly tinder {he commun- 
ion table. Roswell Morse Shurtleff 
was another well known member 
of the family, the painter of "The 
Silent "Words," which occupies a 


prominent position in the Metro- 
politan museum. This famous work 
elicited congratulations 
from 
the 


Alpine club of Paris, and was the 
subject of much comment among 
European artists over an American 
painting 
scenery 
of 
his 
own 


country. 


Two hundred and seventy-two 


members of the Atwood family in 
its different branches, of which 
Mrs. Thierolf is one, appears in 
this genealogical record, the more 
prominent numbering above one 
hundred. 
The 
hundred 
include 


persons who have gained fame as 
authors, professional men, preach- 
ers and statesmen. 


The coat of arms dates back to 


William . Shurtleff 
in 
1437, 
the 
earliest known person o£ the name 
It embodies three parts, arms, crest 
and motto. The first component is 
a fess between three greyhounds 
with sable collars and ring gules 
second, a torce or sable on a fal- 
chion erect, and enfiled with a 
leopard's face, and the motto, "Sola 
Nobilitas Virtus," meaning "Virtue 
is the only Nobility." The colors 
are gold, sable and red. 


There are two volumes of seven 


and thirty-eight pages each in this 
genealogy, and a third volume of 
about the same size is now being 
prepared. It will be devoted very 
largely to the Atwood family of 
which Mrs. Thierolf is a member.

class- 
mates in a private school at Ware- 
ham where she was born were 
Alice Hathaway and Mame Holmes, 
pupils of Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
Another ancestral distinction the 
•Utica ' woman enjoys as much as 
any ether, perhaps, is that the 
father of one of her grandmothers 
was 
with 
General 
Washington 
when he crossed the Delaware. 


231 Disabled Nebraskans 


Rehabilitated in 6 Years 


"Disability 
does 
not 
create 


new energy of give a man another 
sense, as is the popular opinion 
among the 
majority, of persons," 


says J. R. Jewel, supervisor of the 
civilian 
vocational 
rehabilitation 


program in 
Nebraska. 
"And 
it 


either makes or breaks a-man. That 
is the reason that this department 
wants to get ia touch wlh disabil- 
ty cases as soon after the Injury as 
is possible. Then we can establish 
a contact for them and help to re- 
build their lives." 


Nebraska's department of voca- 


tional education has made possible 
complete rehabilitation of 231 men 
and women in the past six years. 


"That many 
men and 
women 


have been returned to self-support- 
ing citizenship," Mr. 
Jewel 
de- 


clared. 
"At the present there are 


172 cases in the state which are 
being trained toward self-support 
by the department here." 
» 


Cases which are appealed to the 


vocational department vary in de- 
gree from the loss of both eyes to 
the loss of legs, hands, arms, hear- 
ing and injury to various 
other 


parts of the body. Investigations 
are made and if the case is worthy 
the department vstarts at once to 
help the injured person adjust him- 
self so that he can earn a living 
and be independent. 


"That the blind see and the lame 


•walk is figurdtively true in rehab- 
ilitation 
work," Mr. 
Jewel con- 


tinued. "We try to adjust the in- 
jured to the 
community in which 


they lived at .the time of the acci- 
clont. Blind are taught to do work 
with heir hands such as rug weav- 
ing and ho like. Deaf are taught 
lip reading so that they may con- 
tinue as useful citizen's, and 
per- 


sons whose lose arms or legs 
are 


trained to readjust themselves 
to 


work which can be done without 
the use of- these members." 


Mr. Jewel 
cited the case of a 


violinist who lost three fingers ot 
the left hand and was considered 
unable to continue his work. 
By 


training him to use his right hand 
for playing he was restored to his 
former usefulness. 
The average 


time required-for rehabilitation is 
about a year and five months, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jewel. 


The majority of disabled persons 


who are Injured while working have 
less than a high school education, 
while the larger number Injured in 
public accidents are those with a 
professional education. It is inter- 


esting to note that agriculture pro- 
duced almost as many "disabled as 
either common labor or all com- 
bined trades and manufacturing in- 
dustries. There are now 631 cases 
registered with the department of 
vocational education. 


The total cost of 72 rehabilitation 
cases handled by the department 
was $18,846 and these persons now 
have a combined annual earning of 
?65.946. 


"Rehabilitation does pay," 
Mr. 


Jewel concluded.

When constructing an outdoor 


aerial of any type, it is necessary 
to use some form of approved light- 
ning arrester. 
This 
device 
is 


screwed to the building at a point 
convenient to the inlet to the set. 
The lead-in is* taken directly to the 
set, an extra wire being soldered to 
the lead-in and taken to the term- 
inal marked 
aerial on

rester. The other terminal of the 
arrester is grounded outside tiie 
building. 


Various Kinds of Tubes on the 


Market. 
- 


The great variety of tubes on the 
market today makes a confusing 
problem for the uninitiated. There 
are .amplifier, detector, ballast and 
rectifying tubes, and in each of 
these classes there are many sub- 
divisions. As a general rule, any 
tube except an amplifier, rectifier, 
or ballast tube may be used 
most 


anywhere in the set. A tube such 
as the 201-A or the 301-A -will op- 
erate as a radio-amplifier about as 
well as when it is used as a detec- 
tor or audio-amplifier. The pecu- 
liarities of individual tubes may 
cause one to operate a little better 
in one position than in another, but 
by switching them around it will 
be soon discovered where they are 
most efficient. 
. 
" • 


Attention to Vacuum Tube Sockets 
, Vacuum tube sockets should be 
given every possible attention. Tube 
sockets may make or break a re- 
ceiving set. L'eakage between-ter- 
minals or contact springs may easi- 
ly occur and this may be reduced by 
employing the best of 
insulating 
materials. With the present meth- 
od of attaching the leads from the 
tube seal to the prongs, a contact 
on the side of the prong is superior 
to contact' on the end. The leads 
from the seal are drawn through 
the hollow prong, 
cut off, and 


colder at the end of the prone:. This 
leaves a small amount of solder 
"which, of course, is in the circuit 
when contact is made to the end ot 
the prong. 
The small amount or 


resistance introduced by thU solder 
is ordinarily quite negligible. 
The 


contact'to solder, however, is not 
permanent since 
oxidation takes 
place rapidly. Contact on the side, 
making connection to 
the 
brass 


prong, is decidedly better than con- 
tact on the end of the prong. The 
double spring, wiping on two sides 
of the prong, as employed in some 
sockets is undoubtedly the b«st so-' 
lution.

Wave Trap in the Receiver. 


A properly connected and operat- 


ed wave trap 
will eliminate the 


signals of an unusually strong and 
nearby 'station that causes inter- 
ference, but it cannot compensate 
for broadness of tuning inherent in 
the receiver itself. If the dial -set- 
ting for all stations are rather 
broad, do not look forward to a • 
wa.ve trap as a cure-all for tho 
trouble. Overhaul the set and make 
arrangements for a more selective 
circuit.

Tho famous Italian tenor will make 
his radio debut as an Atwater Kent 
artist, Sunday

Martinelli had only to sing -and 


his career followed as the result of 


* a 
series of "discoveries." 
First, 


while a clarinet player in an Italian 
regimental band, he was discovered 
by the bandmaster while singing in 
1he_ barracks the familiar notes of 
the "Recondlta harmonia" from La 
Tosca. The bandmaster Insisted on 
taking him to Milan, where he was 
offered a concert engagement fol- 
lowing his military service. 


Instead, Martinelli at the end of 
his services went to Prof. Mando- 
lina and took lessons in both sing- 
ing and acting, continuing his stud'y 


i for more than two years. He made 


his debut at the Dal Verme theater 
in Milan, singing "Ernani," and-fol- 
lowed this with another Verdi-Vic- 
tor Hugo role, that of "Kuy Bias." 
Both were enormously successful. 
Singing the next year at Ancona 


he was heard by Puccini who saw 
in Martinelli the perfect tenor for 
the role of Dick Johnson in "The 
Girl of the Golden West," then be- 
ing put on in Rome. Martinelli was 
put into the opera In Rome and 
later that year sang it in Genoa, 
Milan. Naples, and Monte Carlo - 


His singing at Monte Carlo re- 


sulted in his engagement there for 
three years at the opera house, and 
for the corresponding summers at 
Covent Garden, London. He was

shelves 
presented 


such a colorful fabric with ivj. for 
the grace of folds 


Dl\ans, with their fat cushions 


down filled and covered with glazed 
chintz invited one to rest before the 
hearth 
And then to make one's 


book more enjojable, 
theie were 


small tables with lamps conveni- 
ently placed, 
shedding their soft 


light. 


Old Fashioned Desk. 


Across the .room, an important 


looking old-fashioned desk lelgned 
•ieienely. 
It had Its groupings of 


laige chairs deeply cushioned and

oC a green glass bottle vase shaped 
— filled with water

It deepened • the 


tone of the green and with its faint 
movement, now and then, added a 
tiny stir of charm to the room. 


Green glazed chintz curtains com- 


pleted this room with cream net 
close to the glass. An air of hos- 
pitality, of comfort, of easy infor- 
mality, those qualities so hard to 
obtain., made this a room of dis- 
tinction. 


Rose Colored Drapes. 


Twin beds in one wild flower 


room made two joungsters happj 
It is not related whether they 
fought over the chaise longue with 
its quilted rose coverlet or not (for 
sisters sometimes have slight dis- 
agreements) and with a delightful 
painted secretary, they might both 
feel inspired to write letters at the

How To Select Curtain*. 


As to cultivation, one finds that 


here as In gardening, lies the initial 
btep. There are original ideas lo 
cultivate, and practical ones, too, 
and oh, so many decisions to make. 
Sunlight and ram in a garden are 
vital factors—while light, colored, 
plain or sunny is the chiefest thing 
in curtaining. The first decision to 
make is this. 


Do you want to see out and en- 


joy the view, or do you want to 
shut out the -view? A fairly opaque 
casement cloth will shut out the 
view as will pongee and some of 
the other mateiials. In many cases, 
where ugly waUs are too close, 
one's desire is to let in the light 
but shut out offending buildings 


Nets, Gauzes and Scrims. 


When one lives in the country or 


In the suburbs, it seems a great 
shame to shut out the view en- 
tirely. Net curtains and gauzes and 
scrims will secure privacy, and yet 
enable one to &ee out. At the same 
time the light -flowing in is tem- 
pered according to the material 
used. 


Net curtains are arranged so that 


an appropriate pattern may be se- 
lected to go with the room and its 
period. 
There aie simple designs 


for Colonial rooms and elaborate 
ones for the French periods, and 
heavily meshed nets for Spanish 
and Italian interiors 


Introducing Warm Tones. 


The color of the glass curtains 


has much to do •with the light 
If 


you wish cool tones use gray net. 
TTarm tones can be introduced by 
using cream, yellow -or rose- net 


Herein lie great 
possibilities for 


study and careful choice. 


Tnhdow drapes offer many, manv 


opportunities for thought and for 
the display of one's taste. Just as 
muslin and small patterned chintzes 
do not belong in a formal room, so 
heavy < damasks and velvets would 
not properly decorate a 
cottage 


bedroom 
What a wide range of 


materials there Is to choose from' 


Then there are the walls to con- 


sider. A la'-ge pattern in the wall- 
paper would demand a smaller one 
in the curtains or a plain or striped 
material. Where the wallpaper has 
a smair or^ague pattern the hang- 
ings can be as definite and vigorous 
as they like. 


Decorating Formal Rooms. 


3~or formal rooms, damasks and 


\eUet and patterned taffetas ate 
used. The services of a decorator 
may be necessary to decide about 
valances and just how_and where 
the drapes are to be tied back. 
Here, as nowhere else, the colors 
chosen must be exactly right and 
the treatment of the windows in 
harmony with the period of the 
room. 


Hand blocked linens and glazed 


chintzes are useful in the more in- 
formal living and dining rooms. Be- 
sides these there are ni'any new 
fabrics, all sunfast, with silky qual- 
ities and lovely colors and pat- 
terns. 


Cretonnes and small 
patterned 


chintzes are lovely in bedrooms. 
Then there are ruffled curtains in 
almost 
endless 
variety. 
Scrims, 


muslins, grenadines come made up. 
with tie-backs, and valances, and 
they are rescdy to hang. 


Glazed Chintz Favored. 


Slip covers are made in many of 


the matenils that have been men- 
tioned. 
Glazed chintz is a great 


favorite. It comes in plain and pat- 
terned fabrics 
Cretonne slip cov- 


ers can be washed and kept fresh. 
Oil-cloth Is used for porch furni- 
ture and covers the seats of some 
of the 
iron pieces. 
Cushions of 


oilcloth have many uses, for the 
porch, the sun parlor or the car.
